> Even pouring rain 
and ankle-deep mud 
couldn’t keep Brad- 
fordites from their ribs. 

While the storm that hit on Friday night, 
and the steady rain on Saturday depressed 
attendance temporarily, visitors donned 
rubber boots and even wrapped their shoes in 
plastic bags from Zehrs, to attend Ribfest, enjoy 
the music, and pick up boxes of tangy, smoky 
BBQ'd ribs and pulled pork. 

It's a southern tradition that has taken off in 
northern climes, and now Ribfests are popular, 
from London to Ottawa - with competitions 
nearly every weekend, starting in early spring 
and continuing into October. 

This was Bradford's first Ribfest. Rick Brooks 
and his committee did the nearly impossible: 
pulling off a successful event, in only 2 and a 
half months from conception to actuality. 

The committee had the support of 
seasoned Ribbers, the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, Zehrs Markets and other 
sponsors - and the ideal venue, a grassy area in 
front of Zehrs, adjacent to Holland St. West. 

Not only could passers-by see the tents 
and the ribbers’ booths, they could smell the 
irresistible aroma of BBQ. 

There was a Kids’ Zone, with rides and 
bouncy castles, sponsored by Kidergy - 
Bloomin’ Onions and poutine served up by 
“Billy Bob" - craft brewers like Flying Monkeys 
out of Barrie, and Nickel Brook brewery from 
Burlington - even cupcakes, with flavours like 
Maple Bacon. 

And there were five ribbers, who brought their 
secret recipes and cooked up ribs, pulled pork 
and chicken on their portable grills. 

The names were descriptive. Sticky Fingers 
from Alabama and South Carolina. Hawgs 
Gone Wild, from Daytona Beach, Florida. 

Billy Bones from Fort Erie. Camp 31, with 
smokehouses in Alabama and in Paris, Ontario. 
Crabby’s BBQ Shack from London, Ontario. 
They also brought along their trophies, won 
over the years at Ribfests across North America 
- and put their skills and pride on the line. 
Visitors were invited to vote for “People’s

Scanlon Creek gets funding 
for fish habitat restoration 


Bradford - MP for York 
Simcoe, the Hon. Peter 
Van Loan was joined by 
Lake Simcoe Conservation 
Foundation Vice President 
Brad Rogers and other 
Conservation Foundation 
members and partners, 
to showcase the Scanlon 
Creek Restoration Project, 
on September 17 - and 
announce support for 
improvements to fish 
habitat. 

The Scanlon Creek project 
received federal funding 
of $110,000 through the 
Recreational Fisheries 
Conservation Partnership 
Program, to help provide 
access for spawning fish, 
and to restore the former 
pond to a natural wetland 
habitat. 

The Conservation 
Partnerships program 
will make as much as 


$10 million available 
to support recreational 
fisheries habitat 
conservation; 104 projects, 
restoring, rebuilding and 
rehabilitating fish habitat 
are to receive up to $6.5 
million in the first round of 
funding. 

“The Lake Simcoe 
Watershed is not only a 
beautiful part of York- 
Simcoe and the ridings 
that surround it, but it is 
also an important part of 
our local economy,” said 
MP Van Loan. “I am happy 
to see organizations and 
volunteers coming together, 
with the support of our 
government, to keep our 
lake clean.” 

The new funding is in 
addition to the almost $60 
million delivered through 
the Lake Simcoe Clean-up 
Fund.

Fraud investigated 

Detectives with the South Simcoe 
Police are investigating several 
incidents of fraud involving a male 
suspect.

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More multi-culturalism in BWG 


The County of Simcoe has developed 
a Local Immigration Partnership that. 
Project manager Sandra Lee told 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
on September 3, has identified BWG as 
having “the fastest growing non-official 
language population in Simcoe County.” 

In other words, more of BWG’s 
population speaks a language other than 
English or French as their first language, 
than in any other part of the County - 
although everywhere in Simcoe County, 
that number is increasing. 

A 2011 study found that 74 languages 
were spoken in BWG - with Portuguese 
the most common "non-official” 
language, and Italian, the 2nd most 
common - and that 6,605 residents, or 
over 23% of the population, reported a 
language other than English or French 
as their mother tongue. 

The County has launched a 
Community Settlement Strategy, 
suggesting a number of pathways 
to integrating newcomers into local 
communities - including readiness, 
through offering a wider range of public 


services, programs, and information 
resources; encouraging employment 
and business opportunities; celebrating 
diversity; and inspiring newcomers 
to become involved in a leadership 
capacity. 

Proposals include the creation of a 
multicultural or welcoming hub in local 
libraries, additional language training 
opportunities, the establishment of 
mentoring and Immigrant Employment 
Councils to assist the labour force, and 
support for multicultural events. 

After the meeting Lee acknowledged 
that Bradford does offer support for 
newcomers, through the Bradford 
Immigrant & Community Services 
(BICS) - but noted, “in terms of bricks 
and mortar, BICS and the YMCA in 
Barrie are the only facilities" offering 
such services, in all of Simcoe County. 

The Local Immigration Partnership 
is advocating additional centres, and 
“more investment in our communities," 
to expand services, she said.

Come Read With Us program 


A partnership involving the Simcoe 
Muskoka Catholic District School Board, 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Public 
Library, and Ministry of Education will 
launch a new "Come Read With Us” 
Program this Friday. 

With a provincial "Parents Reaching 
Out” grant, the SMCDSB has purchased 
$20,000 of new children's books, in 
8 different languages. The books are 
available in Arabic, Italian, Portuguese, 
Punjabi, Spanish, Tamil, Urdu and 
Vietnamese, with English translations. 
The goal of the program is to encourage 
parents and their children to read 
together, explore literacy, and leam in a 
variety of languages. 

“We want to foster a love of learning 
for our students at a young age. We 
know that when parents read with 


their children at home, it establishes a 
strong foundation for the future,” said 
Brian Beal, Director of Education at the 
Board. "We also know how difficult it is 
for families who do not speak English 
as their first language at home. These 
new books not only help promote a 
respect for cultural diversity, they also 
help expand learning opportunities for 
students who will gready benefit from 
the support at home." 

The Library is making the new books 
available in a special section, along 
with their extensive French language 
collection. The new multi lingual 
collection will be launched this Friday, 
September 27 - with help from 60 
students from Mother Teresa Catholic 
School in Bradford.

• Keep a proper fitting lid near the stove. If a pot catches 
fire, slide the lid over the pot and turn off the stove. 

• Never attempt to move a burning pot. 

• Keep a close eye on anyone in your household who is 
drinking and attempts to cook.

New Bulls will be striving for success

The Bradford Bulls Junior A hockey team is beginning 
only its third season as part of the Greater Metro Junior A 
Hockey League (GMHL), but that won’t stop them from 
exceeding expectations. The team, coached by Ryan Wood, 
is off to a promising start to the season, winning five of their 
opening six games (5-0-1), the only loss coming in a shoot¬ 
out against die rival Bradford Ratders. 

The Ratders are the father of the two Bradford teams in the 
GMHL, but coach Wood strives to keep the rivalry between 
them as friendly as possible. 

“ I think it’s just common in terms of two teams in the 
same town,” said Wood about the rivalry. "We try to stay 
friendly as much as we can, 
but we’ve only been in the 
league for three years so the 
rivalry might be greater in 
the future. They’ve [Ratders] 
got great players and we 
lost to them in a shoot¬ 
out in our season opener, 
unfortunately." 

Although coach Wood 
wants the rivalry to stay 
healthy, he does expect 
his team to be competitive 
when playing the Rattlers, 
and he admits that cross¬ 
town games tend to be 



played against the other eighteen teams in the league. 

Coach Wood is beginning his first season behind the 
bench of the Ratders. Wood, who was bom and raised in 
Winnipeg, played hockey in the Manitoba Tier II Junior A 
league, as well as the Lake Superior Hockey League before 
turning his focus towards coaching and pro-refereeing. 

He coached for two years in Winnipeg, and then travelled 
to the States as a referee in the IHL, USHL, and the North 
American League. Being involved in hockey for his entire 
life, Wood believes that there are bigger priorities for a 
coach than simply winning games, and he wants to reflect 
that mentality during his time as head coach of the Bulls. 

"Being a new coach in the league, my expectation is to 
develop hockey players and try to move them on to a higher 
compete level,” Wood said. “We have a lot of players who 
come here and try to advance into the QMJHL, OHL, and 
etc. I feel if a player deserves a better opportunity, we’re 
going to move him.” 

"Yes, we want to be a competitive team, but the be-all and

end-all is we try to develop hockey players and move them 
on to other leagues.” 

Community involvement is also important to the 
Bulls’ coaching staff. The Bulls are actively involved in 
community fund-raisers, and events. The entire team 
volunteered at the Bradford Ribfest this past weekend even 
though weather conditions ceased to cooperate. Being an 
active citizen helps players improve their teamwork skills, 
and also allows team newcomers to feel welcome. 

“ Our guys volunteered at the Ribfest and we plan to do a 
lot more [community work],"said coach. “If people are in 
need of volunteers I encourage them to e-mail me.” 

The Bulls also welcome any foreign players who are 
looking to find a new team in Canada. This past off¬ 
season, the team signed 
Sergey Bolshakov, a goaltender 
who moved to Bradford 
straight from Moscow, Russia. 
Bolshakov, 17, has won 
three of his four starts this 
season, amassing a .945 save 
percentage and a 2.45 goals 
against average. 

" He’s a great kid,” Wood 
said of Bolshakov. " He’s 
got tremendous upside and 
potential.” 

First year players and veteran 
GMHLer’s will be given an 
equal opportunity for success 
on the Bulls. 

Captain Dalton Mills, who has been a Bradford Bull for 
two seasons, is currently leading the Bulls in points along 
with Jacob Bauchman, a newcomer who spent the last four 
years playing for the Georgetown Raiders of the Provincial 
Hockey League.
